Roosevelt said they came. 
Brig. Gen. Jam es H. (Jimmy) 
Doolittle, revealed yesterday as the 
leader of the squadron that blast­ 
ed a 40-mile path of fire and de­ 
struction through Japan on April 
18, declared that all the bombers 
reached their destinations safely. 
Told, after President Roosevelt 
had presented him with a Congres­ 
sional Medal of Honor for th a t 
feat, that the Japanese claimed to 
have one of the American planes 
on display, the sparse-haired 45 
year old former speed champion 
hooted. 
“The Japanese do not have one 
of our planes on display.” he said. 
"They may have painted up one 
of their own to look like ours, or 
they m ay have gotten an Ameri-* 
can plane from somewhere else, 
but not from us.” 
H r declined to discuss a Russian 
announcement th at an American 
plane had landed in Russia shortly 
after the raid and been interned.

If we continue operating our cars as we have. 20 
millions out of the 33 millions will be laid up by late 
summer of 1943. for the duration of the war. 
Our whole productive economy is based upon use 
of the automobile. 
Without it, we can not get our 
war workers to and from their jobs. 
We can not possibly meet the production demands of 
all out war without automobiles for workers’ trans­ 
portation.

In a year or lo months, if we ignore presellt warn­ 
ings and continue to waste rubber, vital factories must 
slow down because many workmen won t be able to get 
to their jobs. 
By sharing rides the available tire supply can be 
made to last between three and four years. 
By that 
time we hope to have 'ndcd the war. 
If we haven't. 
there will be at least a possibility of relief through 
the production of synthetic rubber for the most press­ 
ing needs. 
We can triple the lifetime of our national tire sup­ 
ply by sharing rides systematically, intelligently and 
universally. 
Probably we won t. 
No such system 
works perfectly. 
But, to heat Hitler, it would 
worth the attempt.
